EXPECTED TO MAKE BITTER 


FIGHT AGAINST BEING 
EXTRADITED 


Writ of Habeas Corpus Will Be 
Argued Today Before Judge 
Willis in Los Angeles. Gov- 
ernor Considering Case.

Charles Gerber and BK. J. Ward, 
alleged bunko men held in jail here 
awaiting extradition to Texas, will 
be taken to Los Angeles today, ac- 
companied by Sheriff Walter A 
Shay of San Bernardino and Sheriff 
Sterling P. Clarke of Fort Worth, 
Texas, for the hearing on the appel- 
late court writ of habeas corpus 
served on Sheriff Shay by attor- 
neys representing Ward and Gerber. 

Attorneys representing BE. J. Ward 
and Charles Gerber, alleged confi- 
dence men of national reputation 
held in the county jail and awaiting 
extradition to Texas, played their 
“ace in the hole” at 10 o’elock Satur 
day night, when they served a writ 
of habeas corpus returnable in the 
appellate court at Los Angeles at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, upon Sheriff 
Walter A. Shay. The. petition is 
signed by Frank Dominguez, Los An- 
geles attorney, and will be heard 
before Judge Frank R. Willis. 

One of the most hard-fought and 
determinéd legal battles to prevent 
extradition of alleged master crimi- 
nals in the history of California is 
being waged in behalf of Ward and 
Gerber. Many thousands of dollars, 
local officers assert, are being ex- 
pended to prevent, if possible, the 
taking of Ward and Gerber back. to 
Texas, where, if their extradition is 
accomplished, they will face a spe- 
cific charge of having swindled J. 
Frank Norfleet, Fort Worth rancher 
and former sheriff, of $45,000 in a 
fake ofl land deal;. Warrants for 
them have also been issued in Dal-

Although the application for extra- 
dition of the prisoners has been tak- 
en under advisement by Governor 
Stephens, another application ‘will be 
made this week based upon new ex- 
tradition papers issued on tho 
strength of a Texas grand jury tn- 
dictment. These papers have been 
forwarded from Texas and are ex- 
pected to arrive here within a few 
days. Jt is understood here that 
technicalities in the original extra- 
dition papers resulted in the matter 
being taken under advisement. Dep- 
uty Sheriff M. L. Williams of Fort 
Worth is at Sacramento with the 
orginal papers, while Sheriff Sterl- 
ing P. L. Clarke of the Texas city 
is in San Bernardino. Apparently 
thel hearing on the new writ of 
habeas corpus will be held in Los 
Angeles before the second hearing 
on the new appHeation ‘for extradi- 
tion at Sacramento.

FATE’S POOR JEST 





Progressive Chinaman the Vic- 
tim of Hard Luck. 





Only Member of His Race Capable of 
Making Scented Soap, He Meets 
Death While Conducting 
Chemical Experiment. 

Soo Kuo is dead. And with its 
usual irony fate decreed that Soo Kuo, 
the only maker of scented soap in 
China, should meet death by the very 
means he had adopted to provide a 

livelihood. 

Three years ago Soo Kuo worked in 
a small hand laundry in East Liberty, 
relates the Pittsburgh Dispatch. Soo 
Kuo had just come to the land of the 
white man and he was ambitious to 
learn the ways of the West. So one 
day when he heard from other of his 
countrymen that a class in Dnglish at 
which those of the Orient were wel- 
comed was conducted at the Second’ 
Presbyterian church, he timidly ap- 
plied for admittance. In this way it 
was that he met Edwin S. Gray, who 
for years had been guide, philosopher 
and friend to the Chinese of the city. 

‘Soo Kuo liked the religion of the 
white man and it was not long before 
he- expressed the desire to join the 
church. After a year he heard the 
call of the East and he began to plan 
for his return. Then he went to see 
Mr. Gray. 

“I want to learn to make soap,” he 
said. : 

And the reason was. this: 

“Soap is very hard to get in China 
and it costs very much. I am going 
back. to my land.to teach of the Christ 
and I will need money. If I learn to 
make soap the money will come easy.” 

The benefactor declared he would 
do what he could to gain an appren- 
ticeship in soap making for Soo Kuo. 
No factory in Pittsburgh, however, 
would entertain the idea of permit- 
ting Soo Kuo to use it as a school, 
and finally Mr, Gray turned to Car- 
negie Tech. 

Yes, they would teach Soo Kuo to 
‘make soap, and so it was that ‘each 
night ufter his labors of the day were 
finisl ed Soo Kuo would go down to 
Oakland and receive instructions. But 


had, for the reason that the school 
possessed no soap-making machinery. 

Soo Kuo, however, had saved most 
of the money he had made siace his 
advent to the new world, and soon a 
complete soap-making outfit was 
shipped to him from New York and 
intalled in a laboratory of the school. 
Later the machine was to be shipped 
to China. 

When Soo Kuo had completed his 
soap-manufacturing .- education he 
again went to Mr. Gray and an- 
nounced : 

“I want to learn to make perfume. 
Chinaboy likes his soap to smell good. 
Much more money will be made “ 
putting perfume in it.” = — 

“But it can be purchased ‘much | 
cheaper than you can: ‘wane it,"- ‘Mar. 
Gray. objected... .. a 

“No,? declared ‘Soo. eo. 
are many flowers tn China: I can 
make it very cheap.” 


And again Tech was appealed to |: 


and again Soo Kuo began going to 
night school, this time to be instruct- 
ed in the manufacture of perfumes. 


A year ago Soo Kuo sailed for his | 


native land, and soon glowing ac- 
eounts began coming from him in Can- 
ton regarding the success of his soap- 
making factory. 

He had made many friends in Hast 
Liberty, having become affiliated dur- 
ing the last part of hig stay here with 
the East Liberty Presbyterian church, 
where he was known as George 
Young, and these many friends heard 
often as to his work with the Chris- 
tian school he had founded in Canton 
and of his beloved factory. 

And then recently came the short 
note from Soo Kuo’s brother to Mr. 
Gray, briefly announcing that while 
mixing chemicals preparatory to the. 
making of subtle perfume an explo- 
sion had occurred and Soo Kuo had 
been killed. That was all. 





Inventor of Corliss Engine. 

George Henry Corliss. inventor of 
the Corliss engine, was born fn Eas- 
ton, N. Y., 102 years ago, His first 
device was a machine for sewing boots 
and shoes.

City of Athens, Well Called the Paris 
of the Levant, Has ‘Made Won- 
derful Strides During the 
Last Century 

“Greece, whose classic ideals still 
constitute’ one of the most potent 
forces of world culture, is about to 
emerge to @ more influential place 
among modern’ nations as the result 
of peace adjustments,” says a bulletin 
"from the National Geographic Society. 

“The established religion of the land 
fs, of course, orthodox Greek. The 
clergy, headed by the metropolitan of 
Cetinje, are a splendid lot of men in 
physique and character. The Catho- 
lies, numbering ‘some 13,000, have their 
own archbishop at Aptivari, and the 
few Mohammedans possess a grand 
mufti. 

“In many ways Greek life remains 
unchanged from its classic aspects, 
Modern Athens, before the war, waa 
brilliant capita! well worthy its title, 
‘Me Paris of the Levant.’ Less than 
a century agd it passed finally from 
‘Turkish possession, and it was then a 
small collection of mere hovels hud- 
died beneath the Acropolis. 

“In 1914 it was a city of wide and 
gay streets, dotted with small parks 
and adorned with many handsome pub- 
lic buildings, most of them the gifts 
of rich Greeks who have delighted to 
spend in the mother country the for- 
tunes which they have earned abroad. 
“mS such generosity Athens owes the 
noble group of buildings whieh com- 
prise the university, the National l- 
brary, and the fine classic reproduce 


| tion which houses the Academy of Sct- 


ence, and above all-and to my mind 
the most interesting, the noble sta- 
dium, built upon the old foundations 
and along the’old lines and ingeniously 
carrying in its fabric every fragment 
of. the. old structure which could be 
found, 

“In the midst, of all this modernity 
btand the remnants of the golden days 
of Athens sedulously preserved, and 
open to inspection and study with a 
freedom, nowhere equaled, The focus, 
of course, ja*the Acropolis—incompar- 
able even in ita. ruins—its cliffs and 
grottoes still the home of legend and 
fable. 

“as of old, the Greeks. swarm, the 
seas, Before the war the Piraeus was 
one..of the busiest of Mediterranean 
ports—indeed, {t,.was the center of 
transshipment for all the east-—-whlle 
the Corinthian canal, after many finan- 
cial vicissitudes, now seems to be in 
the way of becoming each year a more 
and more useful route between the 
Ionian and the Aegean seas. 

“The Greeks are a town people. One- 
tenth of the population is to be found 
{n Athens and,the Piraeus, The drain 
of emigration from the rural districts 
is enormous, In the words of a cabinet, 
minister, it constitutes, ‘a. grave .na- 





| onal hemorrhage.’ Indeed, in some 


villages in the Peloponnesus there re- 
main ‘scarcely enough men to fill the 
offices. 

“fn a land of much sunshine, as 
Greece 1s, life is followed much In the 
open. The oven is almost invariably. 
to be found in the courtyard, and it ts 
heated with dried twigs, almost the 
only fuel of the country, which are 
| brought In huge piles upon the backs 
| | of the patient little donkeys, who vie 
with the goats in being the most use- 
ful members of the household, 

“At Megara the native costume ap- 
pears. at its best. It is rarely seen 
anywhere nowadays, and has almost 
wholly disappeared from the cities.”

You cannot 
have fresh, pure air in your roost- 
ing house, no matter how well ven- 
tilated it is, if the birds have to 


{roost over a pile of filth. Carry out 


old, dirty scratching litter and. re- 
place with clean straw or leaves or 
sand. Cover the droppings boards 
with sand or dry dirt. Spade up 
the yards. Get rid of must and 
mold and smells. TRoeup is a disease 
very largely of filth. Foul air, dir- 
ty houses, contaminated. drinking 
water are all contributory causes. 
Fourth, mend that leaky roof. 
dampness in the chicken house is 


jalmost as prolific a cause of roup 


as filth. If the house is so located 
or constructed that water can run 
under the walls, bank up or put in 
a cement foundation. Keep the 
birds dry in rainy weather. 

Fifth, see that they have protec- 
dion from the north winds. which 
are sure to blow before winter is 
over. If the house has its back 
to the wind the birds may be suf- 
ficiently protected. If it has not 
some windbreak should be erected. 
Lumber, even at present prices, is 
cheaper than an epidemic of roup. 
—Jean <A. Kogthan, in Calhfornia

IS ANCIENT GAME 





Football One of Oldest Sports 
Known to Man. 





As Played. Today tt le Said to Be-a 
Mild and- Tame Exercise Com- 
pared With the Strenuous 
Original Form. 








































Football is considered a strenuous 
game, but the style of play in this 
generation is a mild and tame exercise 
as compared to the. original forms of 
the sport. according to a bulletin from 
the National Geographic society. 

The history of the autumn classic 
is described by J.'R. Hildebrand in 
u communication to the society, which 
follows: : 

“Running, . throwing, hitting and 
kicking are the fundamental muscu- 
lar- operations of America’s charac 
teristic sports, baseball, football, ten- 
nis and golf. The peoples of antiquity 
manifested all those instincts In cruder 
form. 

“Luzon hillmen, the Polynesians 
‘and the Eskimo and Sumatra Islanders 
had ‘games played by kicking a ball. 
‘Greeks played {t, and. the Roman 
game, harpastum, derived its name 
from the Greek ‘I seize,’ which ts evi- 
dence that carrying the ball was prac 
ticed by them. With shoes of hide, the 
medieval Italians. played a game which 
seems the direct ancestor of the Anglo 
Gaelic scholars 
point to a football game in Ireland be- 
fure the time of Christ, and until com- 
paratively recent times Shrove Tues- 
day was as distinetively an octasion 
for football as is our Thanksgiving to- 
day.

Whale’s Breathing Apparatus. 

An eminent naturalist says concern- 
{ng the breathing apparatus of the 
whale: “The windpipe does not com- 
municate with the mouth; a hole is, as 
it were, bored right through the back 
of the head. Engineers would do well 
to copy the action of the valve of the 
whale’s blow-hole; a more perfect 
piece of structure it is Impossible to 
imagine. Day and night, asleep or 
awake, the whale worke !ts breathing 
apparatus in such a manner that not 
a drop of water ever gets down Into 
the lungs. Again, the whale must of 
necessity stay a much longer period 
under water than seals; this alone 
might possibly drown it, inasmuch as 
the lungs can not have access to fresh 
air, We find that this difficulty has 
been anticipated and obviated by a pe- 
culiar reservoir in the venous system, 
which reservoir is situated at the back 
of the lungs.” j
